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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-5, filed 5-29-08, with respect to the 
rejection of record have been fully considered and are persuasive. The previous 
rejections are hereby withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-8, 14-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention includes independent claim 1 . Claim 1 recites a film 
forming method. 

Akimoto is considered the closest prior art. Akimoto discloses discharging liquid 
droplets from heads into a receiver for receiving functional liquid, wherein the receiver is 
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formed in a ring-shape corresponding to the flat shape of a work (w), wherein the 
receiver for receiving functional liquid receiver is detached from the work 

Aklmoto does not disclose the claim combination including: 
preliminarily discharging liquid droplets from heads into a receiver for 
receiving functional liquid, wherein: 

at least a portion of the preliminarily discharged liquid droplets are 
discharged from the heads directly into the receiver; 

the receiver is formed in a ring-shape corresponding to a flat shape 

of a work; and 

the receiver for receiving functional liquid is detached from the work; and 

relatively moving the heads and the work to discharge the liquid droplets onto 
a surface of a work from the heads, 

the preliminary discharge of the liquid droplets being carried out while the 
work is moved relative to the heads. 

For these reasons claim 1 is deemed to be allowable over the prior art of record, 
and claims 2-8, 15-15 are allowable by dependency. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
